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MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHCOLS IN JERSEY CITY, Ne. Je

When the law uowtabne for medical inspection in the State 
of New Jersey was passed the appointment of Medical Insvectors 
was placed in the hands of the Boards of Education of the various 
municipalities. The State Board of %ducation has a Director of 
Medical Supervision and Physical Training, who has charge of all 


medical inspection of schools and physical training. Though the 


fedical Inspection of Schools and the Health Department are dis- 
tinct and separate in their organization and administration there 
is no antagonism but complete codneration between the to 
departments of the City Government so far as Jersey City is con- 
cerned. The Department of Health and the various Clinics of 
this city, work hand in hand whenever the health of the school 
child is considered. 

The Devartment cf Medical Inspection of Jersey City was 
organized in 1909, with the writer as Medical Director. It 


started with twelve phvsicians and seven nurses. At the nre- 


sent time our school enrollment is anvproximately 50,000 vnublic 
school and 25,000 varochial school. Our cenartment has no 
supervision over varochial school. 


At present the department consists of one Medical Director, 


One Supervisor of Dental Hygicne, one Supervisor of Nurses, two 
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Ophthalmologists and one Orthopedic Surgeon in charge of a school 
for cripples, completely equipped for the treatment of this class 
of pupils. They are transported to and from school each day, and 
furnished witha hot lunch. A special nurse is assigned to this 
school. Watchmaking and repairing is now being taught in this 
school, and we believe it is the only public school of its kind 
in this country, carrying on this form of instruction. 

We also have eighteen Medical Inspectors, thir#y Medical 
Nurses and ten Dental Clinics with ten dentists in charge, having 
ten dental nurses also acting as dental hygicnists. Formerly 
each nurse hed from 2,500 to 4,000 pupils uncer her supervision. 
At the present time the range is from 900 to-2,000. We have 
thirty-six grade schools, two High Schools anc one Junicr High 
School. In our largest High School with avnvroximately 4,000 
pupils, there are assigned two full time nurscs. All our larger 
schools have full time nurses. Where nurscs are essigned to two 
schools end cover only one of thcse cach day, we have several 
practical nurses or nurse's aids who cover such schools not visit- 
ed by regular nurse daily. 


The nurses aids investigate all cases nceding investigation, 


making home calls, doing fellow up work, end enre for such cmer- 


gency cases as may arise while on duty in school. This systcm 
allows the regular nurse to remain in one of her schools all day, 
instead of spending part of cach day in visiting two schools 
under her assignmente No nurse has more than two schools assign- 
ed here This only occurs in very few instances, es many nurscs 


Cover Only One school on full time. 
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The doctors cre all on part time and are cll in the general 


practice of medicine. Two of our regular Mcdical Inspectors are 


specialists, end willingly visit any school upon request, to 


examine such pupils who might come under their special line of 


worke 


Dentists are on duty two hours each morning cxcept Saturday. 


The Orthopedic Surgeon visits the school for cripples each 


day, and no pupil is admitted to this school without his first 


passing on it. 


As in all cities, whether they be large, small or country 


villages, there are meny too poor to pay for a complete examina-~ 


tion by en occulist, much less pey for glasses. To care for this 


class of pupils, the Board of Education has two Onthalmologists 


connected with the department. Hach hes a certain number of 


schools under his supervision. 


As a result of our examinations the vision of every child is 


tested each year. These tests are made in the medical room of 


the schools, using the Snellicn Chert at 20 fect, with a proper

is reported to the pnarent with the advice that thc child be taken 


to an oculist for further and complete examination. Ucch of the 


two Opthalmologists devote two hours deily to school work at their 


own office and only exemine such vupils of families, who uvon in- 


vestigation are found to be too poor to vay for complete exemina- 


tion by an oculist. The nurse accompanies all pupils to the office 


Where a complete examination is given and prover treatment pre- 


Scribed, whethcr it bs glesscos, operation or assignment to a class 


for conscrvation of vision. The Board of Education has also a 
contract with an optician who furnishes glasses at the expense of 
the Board, or at a greatly reduced price, to those who can vay 

a portion of the expense of fitting of glasses. The ontician is 
not permitted to examine the eyes of any pupils for the Denart- 
ment of Medical Inspection. 

Our school system maintains classes for conservation of 
vision, and one class for thcse totally blind, where they receive 
appropriate teaching for this defect. In one of our new schcols 
now being built, class rooms are being constructed especially for 
this class of defectives, and next September these pupils will be 
housed where they will have every advantage in instruction for 
their particular defect. 

One of the discouraging features that ccmes to all Medical 
Inspectors and more particularly to nurses and teachers, is the 
constant supervision of children requiring the use of glasses. 
Both nurse and teacher should follow the puvil to be sure the 
child is wearing his cr her glesscs. Unlike ercown people, childre: 
secms to have a certain fecling against wearing classes; cannet 
stand for the playful jibes cf playmates, ctc. and as a result 


they report their glasses brckcn, or mislaid, or forgotten. Cur 


hardest problem is to sell children the great advantage of wearing 


their glasses while young, in order to consorve their vision as 


they grow older.

HEALTH EDUCATION TO RURAL TEACHERS 


(Dr G D Berrett) 

"The problem the Ccunty health nhysician in intrccucing 
health educaticn and public health material through the schools 
is materially one cf lack cf infcrmeticn cn the vart of the 
teachere In many rural countics the teachers besic knowledge cof 
health ecucation is not cnly limited but her attituce tcward 
health is not what it should be. She is limited in her cffcrts 
to enter just as sympathetic anc as cnthusiastic intc the 
physical develcpment of the child as she @ces in the mental 
Cevelonment of the child. 

Dr. C. De Barrett, Ccunty Health Physician cf Lorain County, 
Oberlin, Ohio, has scive¢ this problem. Threuch cut the schol 
year he geve an extension ccurse to the teachers of the ccunty 
in Health Ecucation anc arranged thet the teachers be givon 
acecemic credit for this extensicn ccurse through affilicted 
colleges. He met the teachers on Saturecnys ane in instruction 
progrem ane number cf ccurse hours fulfillce¢ the requirements

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THE 4-A-AUDIOMETER RESULTS IN CLEVELAND PUBLIC SCHOOLS FOR 1929-30

Once the rece 
cess is cstablisheec these unhealthy conciticns tence tc »rronagete 
it, ane scecnéeery infection, with eonecmittant inflemmaticn and 
cften supperaticon, ensuc.

treatment, cirections for which are civen tc the stucont on a

FOOT HYGIENE

An ointment and a powder will be supslied by nurss.

The cintment used first is 5% ammoniated mercury, the powder 
is thymel icdide. It will be seen that nec cintment is used during 
the day, cn the hypothesis that it makes for Cisccmfcort in the 
shce anc probebly sprees to the surrcuncing nreas crganisms 
which are resistent and heave net becn killed. “hen these mensurcs 
are nct effective in arresting the »vrecess in four cr five ¢ays 
an cintment cconsisting cf benzcic acic 6-125), salicylic necic 6%, 


and thymol 1%, is substituted. The latter ointment is a hizchly 


effective parasiticide, but because it is hirhiy irritating tc 


some skins, must be used with ceuticn.
